No. 3(7)/2006/D (Ceremonials) No. 6.—In pursuance of the Notification No. 15-Pres/60 
dated 26 January, 1960, instituting the Videsh Seva Medal (Overseas Medal) and in continuation 
of Notification No. 1399 date 22nd Jul 1960, as amended from time to time, the Government 
has decided that the services rendered by the personnel of Armed Forces in peacekeeping role 
with UN in countries listed below shall be recognized for the award of Videsh Seva Medal with 
clasp of the country where the service was rendered in such condition and for such period as 
specified against each :— 

(a) YUGOSLAVIA—On the effective strength of the United Nations Protection Force 
(UNPROFOR) in Yugoslavia from 02 Mar 1992 and thereafter for a minimum of 180 
days aggregate service. 

(b) NORTHERN IRAQ—On the effective strength of the United Nations Guards contingent 
in Iraq (UNGCI) from 25 Jun 2000 and thereafter for a minimum of 180 days aggregate 
service. 

.(c) ETHIOPIA-ERITREA—On the effective strength of the United Nations Mission in 
Ethiopia-Eritrea (UNMEE) from 11 Nov 2000 and thereafter for a minimum of 180 
days aggregate service. 

(d) LAOS—On the effective strength of the Indian Army Training Team in Laos from 
10 Aug 1995 and thereafter for a minimum of 180 days aggregate service. 

(e) LESOTHO—On the effective strength of the Indian Army Advisory/Training Team in 
Kingdom of Lesotho from 10 Sep 2000 and thereafter for a minimum of 180 days 
aggregate service. 

(f) TAJIKISTAN—On the effective strength of the Indian Military Training in Tajikistan 
from 30 Sep 2002 and thereafter for a minimum of 180 days aggregate service. 

Note:—For Air Force personnel the qualifying period is 6 sorties or 24 flying hours or 180 days 
aggregate service. 

2. Any person who died in service or was evacuated as a result of wounds or other disabilities 
to service, in any of the above qualifying areas, shall be awarded the medal/the specific clasp 
i> respective of the time limit. 

3. The award of the medal and the clasp for the above mentioned service shall be governed 
by the provisions contained in the Raksha Mantralaya Notification No. 1399 dated 22nd Jul 
I960.
